On the 9th November last the Medical 
Officer of Health proposed at‘a meeting of 
the Sanitary Board that the following draft 
Limevashing Bye-law be mado under sub- 
section 4 of section 18 of Ordinance No. 24 
of 1887 :—" Any house, or part of a house, 
‘tin the villages of Quarry.
